Washington.—A special committee 


of the house of representatives la In- 
vestigating the charges of cruelty to 
American 
soldiers 
In 
France 
who 


were confined to the guardhouse on 
various charges of bnd conduct.

American 
soldiers,

from the service, have testified that 
they were brutally treated while under 
arrest. 


It appeared at the hearings thnt 


several officers who were accused of 
cruelty to prisoners have been con- j 
victeti and thnt others are awaiting I 
trial. 
Of course the statement that 


American soldiers who were prisoners 
In our guardhouses were cruelly treat- 
ed Is one to flrou.fc the anger of the 
American people, but it ought to -be 
remembered that the cusea of alleged 
brutality ore few and that 2,000,000 
men were serving the colors in France. 


Array officials believe that the moth- 


ers und fathers of (he soldiers should 
know that these cases are Isolated 
ones; that every charge of ill-treat- 
ment had been Investigated, and that 
those proved to be guilty of cruelty to 
the men have been brought to justice, 
or are about to be so brought 


There are two sides to every army 


question, as there are to every ques- 
tion [n civil life, but the tendency of 
the American people as shown by the 
'Washington 
records, is 
to 
believe 


everything ill that is spoken of the 
army. There are many guardhouses 
In France. There had to be places 
•where the unruly, the mutinous, the 
shirks and others charged with mili- 
tary offenses could be confined. 


Small In Proportion. 


The number of prisoners charged 


with offenses was large, btit it was 
very small In proportion to the number 
of men in the army. " 


There has been a tendency among 


the people of the United States to be- 
little the charge known In the array as 
"A. U*. O. L'.," otherwise *(absent with- 
out leave." A good many of the guarrt- 
houise cases were men charged with 
this offense.

They were be- 
ing returned under guard to their com^ 
mands with the charge of absent with- 
out leave marked up against them. 


J talked to two of the .prisoners. 


They «dmitted that they had been 
absent without leave for ten days. 
This was at a time when their com- 
mands were engaged fn a bitter fight 
with the Huns. The only eicuse that \ 
the men offered was that they had 
not been given a leave for a long thno, 
und so they took It without asking. 
According to their statements they had 
been in Paris. 


It may not be'so, but It la possible 


that six soldiers wh» did not absent 
themselves from their duty were com- 
pelled, during the time of their earned 
relief from the front, to take the places 
of the recreants who had seised the 
opportunity to see the sights of Paris 
while .the Americans were at battle 
grip with the Germans.
